AW ACT to authorize a certain Agent, and provide for his paymentt 

Be it enacted by the Lef/!slafttre of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. The Governor is hereby authorized and em- ooT«rft«rt» 
powered to appoint an agent to visit the varions res^imentR 
and parts of regiments of Kansas volunteers. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of such agent to examine iHity^f Amt. 
into the condition of the men, to collect all the information 
possible concerning the wounded, to find out the names of 
all who have been killed in battle, both officers and men, 
and the names and residences of all who have died from 
wounds or disease ; to ascertain who have left the service, 
for what cause, and to report all such information to the 
Governor immediately, to be by him transmitted to the 
aext Legislature. And it shall be the duty of such agent 
to report the condition of any wounded or diseased soldiers 
needing attention, to their brigade and division officers, and 
to the Sanitary Commission at St. Louis; and to obtain 
and communicate such other information, as may be 
thought necessary by the Governor, to him alone, for 
the purpose of causing the correction of such evils as may 
be found to exist, in such manner as may be found most 
expedient.

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE LOCATED. 

An let to locate and establish a College for the henefit of Agriculture 

and the Mechanic Arts. 

Whereas, The Congress of the United States, by an act FrtwibH. 
approved July 2d, 1862, and entitled ''An Act donating 
public lands to the several States and Territories which 
may provide Colleges for the benefit of Agriculture and 
the Mechanic Arts," granted to the State of Kansas, 
upon certain conditions, ninety thousand acres of public 
lands for the endowment, support, and maintenance of a 
college, where the leading object shall be, w^ithout ex- 
cluding other scientific and classical studies, and includ- 
ing military tactics, to teach such branches of learning 
as are related to agriculture and the mechanic arts, in 
order to promote the liberal and practical education of 
the industrial classes in the several pursuits and profes- 
sions in life ; and 
"Whereas, The S^te of Kansas, by its Legislature, has 
expressed its acceptance of the benefits of the said act of 
Congress, and has agreed to fulfil the conditions therein 
contained; therefore, 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the college, in the foregoing preamble 
mentioned, be and the same is hereby permanently located 
at and upon a certain tract of land, situated and being in 
the county of Riley and State aforesaid, and bounded and 
described as follows: Commencing at a point forty rods whweioemuMi. 
east of the north-east corner of the south-west quarter of 
section number twelve, in township number ten, south, and 
raiige number seven, east of the sixth principal meridian ; 
thence running south, parallel to the east line of said quarter 
section, eighty rods ; thence west two hundred rods, more or 
less, to the west line of said quarter section; thence north, 
on the west line of said quarter section, eighty rods, to the 
north line of said quarter section ; thence east two hundred

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however^ That the location of Baid college, as aforesaid, is 
upon this express condition: that the Bluemont Central 
College Association, in whom the title to said land is now 
vested, shall, within six months from and after the approval 
of the Governor hereto, cede to the State of Kansas, in fee 
simple, the real estate above described, together with aU 
buildings and appurtenances thereunto belonging; and 
shall, within such time, transfer and deliver to said State, 
the apparatus and library belonging to said Bluemont Cen- 
tral College Association.

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CHAPTER IV. 

GOVERNMENT OP THE COLLEGE. 

An Act for the Qovemment of the Kansas State Agricultural College for 
the benefit of Agricnlture and the Mechanic Arts. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. The college for the benefit of agriculture and 
the mechanic arts, which was located by an act of the 
Legislature of the State of Kansas, entitled "An Act to 
locate and establish a College for the benefit of Agriculture 
and the Mechanic Arts/* approved February 16th, 1868, 
shall be known as the Kansas State Agricultural College. 
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Sec. 2. The government of such college is vested in a oaow. 
board of regents, to consist of the Governor, Secretary of 
State, Superintendent of Public Instruction and the presi- 
dent. of the college, ex officio^ and nine others, v/ho shall be 
appointed by the Governor and confirmed by the Senate ; 
Provided, That not more than three of those selected shall 
be members of the same religious denomination. Three 
of those appointed shall hold their office until the second 
Monday in January, A. D. 1866, and three until 1867, and 
three until 1869; and their several successors shall hold 
their office for the term of six years. 

Sbc. 3. The board of regents shall constitute the body bowaoi R«K«mta. 
corporate, with the right as such to sue and be sued, to use 
a common seal and alter the same at pleasure. 

Sec. 4. The regents shall have power to enact ordinances, RHviAtioae. 
by-laws and regulations for the government of said college, 
to elect a president, to fix, increase and diminish the regu- 
lar number of professors and teachers, and to appoint the 
same and to determine the amount of their salaries. They 
shall have power to remove the president and any professor 
or teacher, whenever the interest of the college shall require. 

Sec. 5. The college shall consist of four departments: ••»M*m«»t». 
1st. The department of Agriculture. 2d. Mechanic Arts. 
3d. Military Science and Tactics. 4th. Literature and 
Science. 

Sec. 6. The immediate government of the several depart- 
ments shall be intrusted to the president and the respective 
professors and teachers, but the regents shall have power 
to regulate the course of instruction, and to prescribe, under 
the advice of the faculty, the books and authorities to be 
used in the several departments; also, to confer such de- 
grees and grant such diplomas as are conferred by institu- 
tions of the highest grade. 

Sec. 7. The college shall be opened to all persons, under JJgJ^.*" 
such regulations as may be prescribed by the regents; 
Provided, That no student shall be refused admittance to 
this college simply because he has been expelled from some 
other college. 

Sec. 8. The board of regents shall make an exhibit of A«jwa«MMti 
the affairs of the college in each year, to the Superintendent ^■*"- 
of Public Instruction, setting forth the condition of the 
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college, the amount of receipts and expenditures, the num- 
ber of professors and teachers and other officers, and the 
compensation of each; the number of students in the sev- 
eral departments and in the different classes, the books of 
instruction used, an estimate of the expenses of the ensuing 
year, a full transcript of the journal of the proceedings for 
the year, together with such other information and sugges- 
tions as they may deem important or the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction may require to embrace in his report, 
which shall be reported by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction to the Legislature, in his annual report.

progress of said college, recording any improvements and 
experiments made, with their cost and results, and such 
other matters, including State and industrial and economi- 
cal statistics, as may be supposed useful ; one copy of which 
shall be transmitted by mail free, to all the other colleges 
which may be endowed under the provisions of the act of 
Congress, entitled " An Act donating public lands to the 
several States which may provide Colleges for the benefit 
of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts," approved July 2d, 
1862, and, also, one copy to the Secretary of the Interior. 

?hS?»pmfinS'** Sec. 10. A board of visitors, to consist of three persons, 
m.it'aardi.ti-. ^^^^l bc appoiutcd by the Governor, to hold their offices 
severally for one, two and three years, but their successors 
shall hold their office for three years. It shall be their 
duty to make a personal examination into the state and 
condition of the college, in all its departments and branch- 
es, once at least in each year, and report the result to the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, suggesting such 
improvements as they may deem important, which report 
shall be embodied in the report of the Superintendent.

supervision of the college, and the direction and control of 
all expenditures. 

It shall be the duty of the board of regents, at ■«■•• 
their earliest convenience, to secure a collection of speci- 
mens in mineralogy, geology, zoology, botany, and other 
specimens pertaining to natural history; and, whenever a 
geological survey of the State may be made, a complete 
set of specimens collected shall be deposited in the cabinet 
of the college. The said board shall make provision for 
increasing and preser\dng the library and apparatus belong- 
ing to the said college, and the apparatus and library that 
may be transferred to the State by the Bhiemont Central 
College Association. 

Sec. 14. The first meeting of the board of resrents shall Their •»♦ 
be called, by the Superintendent of Public Instruction, as 
soon as may be after the fulfillment, by the Bluemont 
Central College Association, of an act entitled "An Act to 
locate and establish a College for the benefit of Agriculture 
and the Mechanic Arts," approved February 16th, 1863; 
but all succeeding meetings shall be called in such manner 
as the said board may prescribe, and shall be held at the 
college building, and at least once annually.

Sec. 16. The ninety thousand acres of land granted to f2;^J*^J?L 
the State of Kansas by Congress, to endow a college for

from the sale of said lands shall be used exclusively for the

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CHAPTER V. 

LOCATION OF LANDS. 

An Act to provide for the location of Lands granted to tbe State by act 
of Congress, approved Jnly 2d, 1862, and making an Appropriation 
therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. The Governor is hereby authorized to ap- 
point three commissioners to select and locate the lands to 
which the State is entitled under the act of Congress 
approved July 2d, 1862, entitled "An Act donating public 
lands to the several States and Territories which may 
provide Colleges for the benefit of Agriculture and the 
Mechanic Arts," and such commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to take any and all steps necessary 
to the complete location of said lands. 

Sec 2. Each commissioner shall receive the sum of three 
dollars per day for every day's actual service, and his 
reasonable expenses ; and the Auditor is hereby directed 
to issue warrants on the Treasury for the same upon an 
account, properly verified under oath, being filed in hid 
office. The commissioners shall make a report to the 
Governor of all their proceedings under this act, to be 
transmitted by his Excellency to the next Legislature. 

Sec 3. This act shall take efiect from and after its passage.

BONDS FOR FUNDING THE TERRITORIAL DEBT. 

An Act to Fond the Territorial Debt. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That, for the purpose of providing for the 
funding of the Territorial debt, the Treasurer of the State 
of Kansas shall, as soon as practicable, cause to be pre- 
pared suitable bonds, dated July 1st, A. D. 1863, and 
bearing interest from date, at the rate of six per cent, per 
annum, which shall be payable annually, on the Ist day of 
July, at the office of the Treasurer. The said bonds shall 
be signed by the Governor and countersigned by the 
Auditor; and the Secretary of State shall attest the same^ 
and atfix the seal of the State of Kansas thereto ; Provided^ 
That no interest accruing on said indebtedness after July 
Ist, A. D. 1863, shall be included in any bond issued under 
this act. 

Sec. 2. Coupons, for the interest, shall be attached to 
each bond, so that the coupons can be removed without 
injuring or mutilating the bonds, and shall be signed by 
the Treasurer. Said bonds shall be consecutively num-- 
bered and registered by the Treasurer, who shall keep a 
record of his proceedings under this act, showing the 
amount of bonds issued, their number and date, and to* 
whom issued, and the amount of Territorial warrants, 
redeemed.

PERMANENT LOCATION OP COUNTY SEATS. 

An Act providing for the removal of County Beats, and the permanent 

Location of the same. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 
JJShS'ISimoii. Section 1. When any number of legal voters of any 
county in this State, equal to three-fifths of the whole 
number of votes cast at the last general election in said 
county, shall petition the board of county commissioners 
of such county for the removal or location of the seat of 
justice, the county commissioners shall, within fifty days 
thereafter, cause an election to be held at the various places 
of voting in said county, said commissioners giving thirty 
days' notice in some newspaper published in the county, 
or by posting written or printed notices at the several 
voting precincts in the county. Such notice shall state 
the time and place of holding, and the purposes for which 
such election is held ; and no election, provided for in this 
act, shall be held on the day of any general election for 
either State or county officers in such county. The place 
receiving a majority of all the votes cast at such election, 
shall be declared the county seat. Provided no place 
receives a majority of all the votes cast, there shall be held 
a second election for* said seat of justice on the second 
Tuesday thereafter, at which second election the balloting 
shall be confined to the two places having the highest 
number of votes at the first election, as provided for in this 
act; Provided^ That where the county seat of any county 
has been located by commissioners, such location shall not 
be held to be a location by the people. 
•' ^^'***- Sec. 2. The board of commissioners shall meet on the 
Saturday following said election, and proceed to canvass 
the vote, and the place having received the majority of all 
the votes cast, shall be proclaimed by them the seat of 
justice for the said county.

. keep their offices at the county seat, shall, within twenty 
days after said proclamation, remove all books, records,

An Act to regalate agencies of Insurance Gompanies not incorporated 

hj the State of Kansas. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 
SS?won? fJ?* • Section 1. That it shall not be lawful for any agent or 
»iS*8i.'""" agents of any insurance company incorporated by any other 
State than the State of Kansas, directly or indirectly, to 
take risks or transact any business of insurance in this 
State, without first producing a certificate of authority 
from the Auditor of the State, and, before obtaining such 
certificate, such insurance companies, for which such ageut 
or agents may act, shall furnish the said Auditor with a 
statement, under oath of the President or Secretary of the 
company, which statement Bliall show : First, The name 
and locality of the company. Second, The amount of its 
capital stock. Third, The amount of its capital stock paid 
up. Fourth, The assets of the company, including Ist, The 
amount of cash on hand, and in the hands of agents or 
other persons ; 2nd, The real estate unincumbered ; 3rd, 
The bonds owned by the company, and. how they are 
secured, with the rate of interest thereon ; 4th, Debts to 
the company secured by mortgage ; 5th, Debts otherwise 
secured ; 6th, Debts for premiums ; 7th, All other 
securities. Fifth, The amount of liabilities due or not due 
to banks or other creditors by the company. Sixth, Losses 
adjusted and due. Seventh, Losses adjusted and not due. 
Eighth. Losses unadjusted. Ninth, Losses in suspense, 
waiting for the proof. Tenth, All other claims against' the 
company. Eleventh, The greatest amount insured in any 
one risk. Twelfth, The greatest amount allowed by the 
rules of the company, to be insured in any one city or town or 
vilUge. Thirteenth, The greatest amount allowed to be in- 
sured in any one block . Fourteenth, The act of incorpora- 
tion of said company — ^which statement shall be filed in the 
ojfice of said Auditor, together with a written instrument, 
under seal of the company, signed by the President and Sec- 
retary, authorizing such agent to acknowledge service of pro- 
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ceBs for and in behalf of such company consenting that service 
of process upon such agent shall be taken and held to be 
valid, as if served upon the company, according to the laws 
of this State or any other State, and waiving all claim of 
error, by reason of such service ; and no insurance agent or 
agents of any insurance company incorporated by any other 
State shall transact any business of insurance in this State, 
unlesi^ such company is possessed of at least one hundred 
thousand dollars of actual capital, invested in stocks of at 
least par value, or in bonds or mortgages of real estate, 
worth double the amount for which the same is mortgaged ;

An Act to proTid« for the erection and regnlation of a Penitentiarj 

and making an appropriation therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas*: 

Section 1. That the Governor of the State of Kansas, by 
and with the consent of the Senate, be and is hereby 
authorized to appoint three directors of the Penitentiary 
of the State of Kansas, who shall hold their office, one for 
one year, one for two years and one for three years, from 
the second Tuesday of January, one thousand eight hun* 
dred and sixty-three, and until their successors are appointed 
and qualified. 

Sec. 2. The said directors shall, within twenty days after 
their appointment and confirmation, take and subscribe the 
oath of office faithfully to discharge their duties as,^i^h 
directors, and enter into bonds to the State of Kansas, for 
the faithful performance of their duties in the sum of ten

It shall be the duty of said directors, as soon as ^^^JJl^Jfii*^** 
may be practicable after an appropriation shall be made "***"■«• 
for that purpose, to employ a competent architect to pre- 
pare plans and specifications for the Penitentiary building, 
embracing walls, cells, houses, offices and such other neces- 
sary buildings and fixtures as may be required to complete 
■fliie Penitentiary building, as will meet the prospective 
wants of the State, and having decided upon the most 
desirable plan, shall thereupon advertise for six consecu- 
tive weeks for sealed proposals for the erection of said 
prison,' upon ^ueh plan, in two newspapers north, and two 
south of the Kansas river, one of which shall be published 
in^ the City of Levenworth, and the others in such places 
as may be best calculated to call out competition in bids 
for the same ; or if deemed best by said directors they may 
advertise and let portions of said .edifice and building to 
diflferent parties; biit in letting such contract or contracts 
they shall provide as far as practicable for the working of 
convicts on the said building and premises, at such price 
per diem as may be agreed upon between the contracting 
parties; and suchproposals shall be deposited by the bidders 
with the Secretary of State, and shall not be opened until 
the time appointed in the advertisement, which shall be at 
least three weeks after the last publication of the proposal 
for bids. At the time appointed in said advertisement for the

The 
time during which, and the place where, in the county, he 
or they have manufactured salt, and that no salt has been 
manufactured at that place for sale by atiy other person, 
before such manufacture by him or them, for the manufac- 
ture of which a prenium has been paid or allowed. 2nd. 
The whole number of bushels of merchantable salt manu- 
fiiiCtured and sold by him or them at that place, of which 
a statement has been made to said commissioners, and 
within what time ; and lastly, that the quality of the salt 
so manufactured and sold, was sold to bona fide purchasers, 
and was not inferior in quality to that commonly offered 
for sale within market generally, and upon such other 
evidence as they may deem necessary, which statement, 
when accredited and indorsed by the commissioners, shall 
be filed in the office of their clerk, who shall thereupon 
issue to the person or persons entitled thereto, a certificate 
under his hand and seal, setting forth the substance of 
such statement, by whom made, when presented, and that 
the same is accredited and on file in his office ; Provided^ 
That no such statement shall be received, accredited and 
put upon file in the office of the county clerk, after the 
same person or persons shall have filed statements, which 
in the aggregate shall embrace ten thousand bushels of 
salt so manufactured at any one place.

COMMON SCHOOLS. 

in Act to amend an act entitled ''An Act for the Regulation and 
Support of Common Schools," approved May, 1861. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 
iteu^uritd. Section 1. That section fifty-three of said act be so 
amended as to read as follows : It shall be the duty of the 
school district boards of the various school districts in the 
respective counties of the State, to cause to be certified, by 
the school district clerk, to the county clerk of their respec- 
tive counties, on or before the 15th day of August, annually, 
the aggregate per centage by them levied on the real and 
personal property in each district, as returned on the 
assessment roll of the county; and the county clerk is 
hereby authorized and required to place the same on the 
tax roll of said county, in a separate column or columns, 
designating the purpose, for which such taxes are levied ; 
and the said taxes shall be collected by the county treas- 
urer, and paid over to the treasurers of the respective 
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school districts in the county, with the same power and 
restrictions, and under the same regulations ; and in al^ 
respects, as to the sale of real or personal property, he shall 
be authorized, and he is hereby required, to act according 
to the provisions and requisitions of the law for the collec- 
tion of taxes for State and county purposes; and the said 
county treasurer shall be entitled to receive, for collection, 
three per cent, on all moneys by him collected for said 
districts, and no more. 

Sec 2. That section twenty-five, of an act entitled "An 8M.9iuM>4t<. 
Act for the regulation and support of common schools," 
approved May, A. D. 1861, be amended so as to read as 
follows: Section 25. An annual meeting of each school 
district shall be held on the last Thursday of June, of each 
year, at such hour as the board of directors shall name. 
Special meetings may be called by the district board, or a 
majority of the legal voters, but notice of such special 
meeting, stating the purposes for which it is called, shall 
be posted in at least three public places within the district, 
ten days previous to tl^e time of meeting; and at said 
meeting, such things may be done as are provided for in 
section nineteen of the act to which this is amendatory. 

Sec. 3. That section seventy-two, of an act entitled "An ^'^ •m%m4M.' 
Act for the regulation and support of common schools,'* 
approved May, A. D. 1861, be amended so as to read as 
follows : The income of the State school fund and annual 
taxes, collected by the State for the support of schools, 
which shall be received up to the first day of March and 
first day of July of each year, shall be distributed annually 
between the first day of March and the .first day cf April, 
and the first day of July and the fiirst day of August, re- 
spectively, in each year, among the several counties of the 
State, from which reports have been received by the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, in proportion to the 
number of children resident therein, over the age of five 
and under the age of twenty-one years. 

Sec. 4. That section eighty-five of said act shall be BH.8Bui«ftM- 
amended so as to read as follows: Whenever any final 
judgment shall be obtained against any school district, the 
district board shall levy a tax on such taxable property in 
the district, for the payment thereof; such tax shall be 
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collected as other scliool Aistrict taxes, but no execution 
shall issue on such judgment against the school district; 
and in case the district board neglect to levy a tax as afore- 
said, for the space of thirty days after such judgment shall 
become final, or in case the . proper officer shall neglect to 
coHect the tax levied, within the time and in the manner 
provided by law, then the judgment creditor of the district 
may have and recover a judgment against the officer or 
officers so in default, for the amount due him on such judg- 
ment against the district, with costs, upon which execution 
shall issue. 
8M.if MMAitd. Sec 5. That section nineteen of said act be amended to 
read as follows: The inhabitants, qualified to vote at a 
school meeting, lawfully assembled, shall have power: 
First, To appoint a chairman to preside over said meeting 
in the absence of the director. Second, To adjourn from 
time to time. Third, To choose a director, clerk and 
treasurer, who shall possess the qualifications of voters, as 
prescribed in the next section of this act, at the first and 
each annual meeting thereafter. Fourth, To designate, by 
vote, a site for the district school house. Fifth, To vote a 
tax annually, not exceeding one-half of one per cent., on 
the taxable property in the district, as the meeting shall 
deem sufficient, to purchase or lease a site ; Provided, When 
not included within the limits of an incorporated town or 
village, said site shall not contain less than one acre ; and 
to build, hire or purchase such school house, and to keep 
in repair, and ftirnish the same with the necessary fuel and 
appendages. Sixth, To vote a direct tax annually, not 
exceeding one-half of one per cent., on the taxable property 
in the district, for the pay of teacher's wages in the district. 
Seven;th, To authorize and direct the sale of any school 
house site, or other property belonging to the district, when 
the same shall no longer be needfiil for the use of the dis- 
trict. Eighth, To vote such tax as may be necessary to 
furnish the school house with blackboards, outline maps and 
apparatus necessary for illustrating the principles of science, 
or to discharge any debts or liabilities of the district, lawfully 
incurred; Provided^ The said tax shall not exceed one-fourth 
of one per cent, per annum. Ninth, To give such direction, 
and make such provision as may be deemed necessary, in 
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relation to the prosecution or defense of any suit or pro- 
ceeding, in which the district may be a party. Tenth, To 
make such order as they may deem proper for the separate 
education of white and colored children, securing to them 
equal educational advantages; to alter or repeal their pro- 
ceedings from time to time, as occasion may require, and 
to do any other business contemplated in this act. 

Sec. 6. That sections 19, 25, 53, 54, 55, 56, 57, 58, 59, 60, u^juf.9^u, 
61, 62, 72 and 85, of an act entitled " An Act for the regu- 
lation and support of common schools," approved May, A. 
D. 1861, and all laws and parts of laws, inconsistent with 
this act, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 7. This act stall take effect and be in force from 
and after its publication ; and it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of State, immediately upon the approval of this 
act by the Governor, to have a certified copy published 
once in the Daily State Hecord, which shall cdhstitute such 
publication.

STATE NORMAL SCHOOL AT EMPORIA, 

An Act to Establish, Locate and Endow a State Normal School 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That there be and is hereby established and i^»*>«. 
permanently located at the town of Emporia, in Lyon Co., 
a State Normal School, the exclusive purposes of which 
shall be the instruction of persons, both male and female, 
in the art of teaching, and in all the various branches that 
pertain to a good common school education, and in the 
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mechanic arts, and in the arts of husbandry and agricul- 
tural chemistry, and in the fundamental laws of the United 
States, and in what regards the rights and duties of citizens; 
Provided^ That a tract of land, not less that twenty acres, 
adjacent to said town of Emporia, be donated and secured 
to the State, in fee simple, as a site for said Normal School, 
within twelve months from the taking effect of this act. 

#MM.ft»p«teit«. Sec. 2. That the Governor of the State is hereby empow- 
ered to appoint three commissioners, which commissioners, . 
or a majority of them, shall meet at Emporia, aforesaid, on 
or before the first day of September, 1863, and, having 
taken an oatii to faithfully discharge their duties, shall 
proceed to select the aforesaid site, and see that a good and 
sufficient deed be made to the State for the same, which 
deed shall be duly recorded in the records of the Recorder 
of Deeds for Lyon county, aforesaid, and deposited with 
the Auditor of State ; and on the site thus selected by the 
commissioners aforesaid, the State Normal School shall be 
forever located ; and said commissioners shall make a fuU 
report of their proceedings to the Governor on or before 
the first day of January, 1864. 

lAftM ««afti«i. Sec. 8. That all lands granted to the State of Kansas, 
and selected by said State, adjoining, or as contiguous as 
may be to each of the salt springs belonging to said State, 
and granted by the fourth sub-division of the third section 
of an act of Congress entitled, " An act for the admission 
of Kansas into the Union,*' approved, January 29th, 1861, 
save and except the salt springs, and the section of land 
upon which each of the said salt springs are located, and 
one additional section, are hereby set apart and reserved as 
a perpetual endowment for the support and maintenance 
of the Normal School established and located by this act. 
Sec, 4. That all moneys derived from the sale, rent or 
lease of the lands aforesaid, shall be invested in stocks of 
the United States, the State of Kansas, or some other safe 
and reliable stocks, as the Legislature may determine, yield- 
ing not less than six per centum per annum upon the par 
value of said stocks, and that the money so invested shall 
constitute a perpetual fund, the principal of which shall 
remain forever undiminished, and the interest of which 
shall be inviolably appropriated by the Legislature of the 
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State of Kansas, to the support and maintenance of the 
Normal School established and located by the provisions 
of this act, and to the further purpose of constructing and 
keeping in repair a suitable building or buildings for the 
said Normal School; but to no other purpose or purposes 
whatever. 

Sec. 5. The Legislature may, at any time, alter, amend, JJSgf*^'*^ 
or repeal this act, but such alteration, amendment or repeal "'^' 
shall not cause a removal of said Normal School, nor oper- 
ate as a diversion or diminution of the endowment fund 
herein provided for. 

Sec 6. This act to take effect and be in force from and

All Act to anthorize School Districts Nos. one and twentj-two, in Lyon 

County, to issue Bonds. 

Be it enacted hy the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. The Board of Directors of School District SSTwaTL 
number one, in Lyon county, Kansas, for the purpose of 
erecting a suitable school house in said district, are hereby 
authorized to issue the bonds of said district, not exceed- 
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ing in amount five thousand dollars, or so much thereof as 
the directors aforesaidVnay deem necessary, in sums not 
less than five dollars, which bonds shall draw interest from

ENCOURAGEMENT OF SHEEP BREEDING. 

An Act for the enconragement and protection of Sheep Breeding. 
JBe it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That if any dog shall kill or injure any sheep, {{jgj* •* ^^ 
the owner or harborer of such dog or dogs, or any of them, 
shall be liable for all damages that may be sustained there- 
by, to be recovered by the party so injured before any 
court having competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 2. It shall be lawful for any person, at any time, to amimtw 
kill any dog which may be found worrying or injuring 
sheep. 

Sec. 3. Any person who shall knowingly permit any o' «» 

ram, of which he is the owner or keeper, to run at large* 

between the 15th day of June, and the 15th day of Novem-

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ber, shall forfeit and pay the sum of fifty cents per day 
for each day he so permit such ram to run at large, to be 
recovered in a civil action before any Justice of the Peace, 
in the county vrhere such ram shall be found so running at 
large, upon the complaint of any resident of said county. 

Sec. 4. If the owner of any ram so running at larg^ is 
unknown, any resident of the county wherein he is bo 
found, may take up the same, and it shall be his duty there- 
upon to give immediate notice of such taking up by adver- 
tisement, describing such ram, posted in five of the most 
public places in the township wherein he resides. If the 
owner of such ram appear within ten days thereafter, and 
prove his title thereto, he shall pay to the taker up one 
dollar for taking up, and advertising the same ; and if the 
owner thereof appear and prove his right to such ram, after 
ten days from the taking up, and before the 15th day of 
November, he shall pay to the taker up, in addition to the 
dollar aforesaid, ten cents per week for keeping it. That 
if no owner shall appear and prove his title to such ram 
within three months from the time of taking up, the same 
shall be forfeited absolutely to the taker up ; and if any 
owner, who shall have reclaimed any ram so running at 
large, shall thereafter and before the 15th day of Novem- 
ber, knowingly permit such ram again to run at large, the 
same shall be forfeited to any resident of the county where- 
in he may be found, who shall take up the same. 

Sec. 5. All fines or forfeitures collected under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be paid to the party prosecuting 
therefor in his own nam«. 

Sec 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its publication once in the State Record.
